shot down by the Russians, Identification Di'vdsion recommends that a ! 
notice be posted on the fingerprint cards of all 7 of these men to notify j 
the Assistant Directors in charge of the Identification Division and , ' 
Domestic Intelligence Division Immediately in the event any fingerprint 
in the future are received in Ident identical with theip.

?his action is believed desirable in view of the possibility the 
Russians :^y try to use any of these men for their own purposes in the 
United States under different name^ After the proposed notices are 
posted, the fingerprint cards would^^ placed in the criminal file because 
that is the file against which all fingerprint inquiries are searched. ' 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That notices be posted on the fingerprint cards of Francis Gary 
Powers and the 6 American airmen missing in flight in the Barents Sea 
area to notify Assistant Directors in charge of Identification Division and 
Domestic Intelligence Division immediately in the event any future incominj

Asked itoo else of the mililmtX 3 r$ besides Oeneral Iftiite, had visited the 
iicirlik base. Powers said that during hie stay at the Incirllk base it ias 
visited ou two occasions by General Everest, the Coramander-in-Chief of the 
United States Airforce in Europe, end by other American generals. (Volume b, 
pages 26, 211 .) 

It has thus been established that the "Loddieed U-2" jOane shot dom on 
Kay 1st, i 960 belonged to the Uhlted States Airforce. 

The criminal breach by the United States Government of the universally 
recognized standards of International law represents one of the elements of 
the aggressive foreign policy pursued by the United States Qoven^ment. This 
aggressive policy was repeatedly formulated by United States leaders, in par- 
ticular by former Secretary of State of the United States John Foster Dulles 
as «from positions of strength policy," "deterrent policy" and "the policy of 
balancing on the brink of war." 

As late as Juiy 1959, the United States Vice President Kixon in an article 
published by Life magazine again highly praised the so-called "policy of balanc- 
ing on the biSiF of war" and declared that this policy remained one .of the su- 
preme principles of the United States of America. 

As is known, this policy was manifested In the conclusion under the United 
States aegis of aggressive pacts and alliances In nearly all parts of the world, 
in the arms race. In the establishment of a net of military bases around the 
borders of the Soviet Union and other socialist countries as well as in other 
aggressive actions endangering universal, peace and security* Expressions of 
the same policy were the systematic intrusions of aircraft of the United States 
Air Force into the limits of the Soviet Union, Including -ttie aggressive in- 
trusion by an American "Lodcheed U-2" military aircraft on Hay 1st, I960. 

The reckless actions of the Uhited States Govemaent have brou^t about 
the breakdom of the Summit Meeting in Paris' and canplicated the international 
situation. ^ 

The United States Government has drawn into the realization of Its aggres- 
; 8 ive policy a number of states bordering on the Soviet Ikilon, ihich have lent 
their territories for American military bas^ and consequently are accon 9 )lices - 
In the aggressive actions agaix^t the USSR. ^ 

It has been established by the investigation that the intrusion of the 
American "Lockheed U-2" aircraft on May 1st could not have taken place tdthout 
the use of military air bases on territories of states lying close to the 
Soviet union, specifically of Turkey, Pakistan and Norway in view of the fact 
that the maximum range of the "LocWieed U-2" airexaft being liiat it is, it 
could not operate £t*ora the Ihiited States territory. 

It has been establ^hed that the reconnaissance "10-10" detachment in iJilch 
Powers served was based on the American-Turklsh Iheirlik airbase. The unit was 
under the command of Colonel Shelton of the United States Air Force. Tbe 
"Itockheed U-2" plane in Wileh the aggressive intrusion into the boundaries of 
e Soviet Union was carried out on Hay 1st of the current year, was flo\n from 
e Incirllk base to the Peshawar military airbase in Pakistan, fhom lixlch it 
ew to the Soviet Union. This invc0.ved a breach of the sovereignty of Afghan* 
tan over the territory of which the afore-mentioned plane flew unlawfully, 
tbout the knowledge of Afghan authoritiea. : - 
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Agk ed itot re serye airfields were indicated to him for hie Kay 1st flight 

Poi«er8 said: ”As ^^saiTe"~airrields~X~cc>Qld-nss-any-airfiald Palda 

tan and Iran.” (Volixme 3# page S8.) 

It has also beem established that according to his assignment after ending 
his flight, PoKers les to land on the Bodde military airbase In Norvay idiich 
had been already used by the "KVlCP* Intelligence detachn^t oa previous 
occasions* 

these circumstances have been established by the testinwny given by Powers, 
his flight map and other evidence (Yolume 2, pages 9$ 25, ISO, 1P6-1PS, 30l*; 
volume 6, page 2i>). 

Instructions given to Pouers envisaged the possibility of a breach of 
:8overeignty of other states as ^.»11. On this question def«mdant Powers testi- 
fied: "In case of a shortage of fuel to fly to Murmansic along the planned 

. I could turn to the left before reaching Kandalaicsha and fly via Finland 

Bodde, Honay.®{Voluaefi,7p^ _ 

The instruction given to Powers envisaged the possibility of landing, if 
need be, on airfields in Finland or Svisden. This is liiat Powers testified on 
this natter: 

"The word 'Sodanliyla’ written along the green line (the line on the flight 
nap) means that I could land at Sodankyla airfield (Finl^d). However, Colonel 
Sheltcm warned me that this airfield Is bad and that 1 may use it only in 
case of emergency since in any way it is better tlian to land soraewhere on 
Soviet territory. He also said that it is best of all to land in Sweden or 
Horvay, the latter being more desirable." (Volume 2, page 271*) 

Tliis testimony given by Powers is confirmed by the marks found on his 
flight map. (Volume 6, page 2J.) 

Thus the investigation of the present case once more confirmed the fact 
that American military- bases established on the territories of certain foreign 
states constitute a danger to peace and to the security of nations. 

For the realisation of their aggressive policy of espionage agairist the 
Soviet Union, the government and the military comioand of the United States for 
a number of years liave been selecting and training the necessary personnel. 

It \st£ for tliis purpose that the defendant in this case, Francis Gaxy Powers, 
was recruited. 

During the investigation Poirers testified that in 1950 he volunteered for 
the Dhited States Air Force, underwent training at an airforce school in Green- 
ville, lassissippi and later on at an aii’base outside Piioenix, Arizona. After 
graduation he had sex*ved as a pilot at va 2 *ious United States military airbases 
tdth the rank of first lieutenant. (Volume 3, pages 109-H3; volume k$ pages 

Ii3-t5.) 

In April 1956, Po\.*ers was recruited by the United Statea Ceiitral Intellip 
gence Agency to fly special reconnaissance missions on specially equiroed high- 
altitude aircraft. (Volume 2, pages 35-92, 103, ITBj volume li, pages u5-l49») 

Vhen PoiffiTs was recruited, the tasks he was to perform were explained to 
Ih this connection Powers testified: “They said that ay main job would 

- be flying the aircraft along the USSR borders to pick up any information I 

could about radar and radiostations and any other Information that could — 
picked up. They also said that there might be ether duties in the future if 
everything went well." (Volume b, page 1*7») 

After that he signed a secret contract with the Central Intelligence 
Agency of the United Statea headed ly Allen Dulles and pledged in writing to 
keep this cooperation secret. Potfers was warned that for violating his pledge 
and divulging information about the activities of. the Aoerican Intelligence 
Service he is liable Jw> be punished by criminal lav by ten years in jail or 
fined 00,000, or both. (Volume 2, pages 92, 103-lOU.) 

Indeed Chapter 37 on "Espicutfige end Censorship" of the United States legal 
Code contains Clause 793 which stipulates such punishm^t for offenses sped-' 
fied above* 

Powers testified that for the fulfillment of espionage assignments of 
American Intelligence Service he was given a monthly pay of $2,500, al^o 
idien he served in the United States Air Force he was paid $700. a mont' 

(Volume 2, pages 2, 91«)

Concerning the certificate found on Powere which we iaaued on January lot, 
1959, he stated that thio certificate "says that I have the right to pilot a 
U,S, Air Force plane. It sas issued to me in the detaciunent **10-1C^ on air- 
base in Incirlik. The certificate was issued to us in the name of WASA," 

(Volume 3, page I83.) 


On orders of the «10-10" detachment command, Po\iers made eyatematic in- 
telligence flights since 1956 in a special high-altitude **Ix>c^eed U-2“ plane 
along the Soviet borders with Turkey, Iran and Afghanistan. (Volume 2, pages 
8, 177, 178, 237-239.) 

Poviers stated about these flij^tst "^/e would take off from Incirlik air- 
drome and would fly eastward as far as the town of Van, situated cn the lake 
of the same name. After that we would proceed to Teheran, the capital of Iran, 
and having passed it would fly easttard, to the south of the Caspian Sea. After 
that I usually flew to the south of iieshed, crossed the Iranian-Afghanl frontier 
and further along the Af ^ani-Soviot frontier. * .not far from the eastern fron- 
tier of Pakistan a turn was made and v» returned to the Incirlik airdrosoe taking 
the sane route. Later on we began maiding a turn earlier, after penetrating Into 
the Afghan territory for about 200 miles.** (Volume 3, page 9.) 

Powers further pointed out that during his intelligence flights in this 
area be was told to use as anergency airdromes, in case of a possible lending, 
the airfields of Heshed and Teheran in the territory of Iran. (Volume 3, page 

87.) 


The course of Powers' flight over the territory of the Soviet Uniem on 
Kay 1st, i960 was carefully prepared in advance. This is indicated by the 
fact that this flight was entrusted precisely to Powers, who fandllarieed him- 
self vith Bodde airport in Horway as early as 1958. 

As established by the investigation, on April 27th, i960 Powers was broug^it 
in a transport plane of the United States Air Force from the Incirlik airfome.- 
base to Pakistan— the Peshawar airport. Colonel Shelton and a party of 20 peo- 
ple from among the maintenance personn^ of the "lO-lO” detachment arrived 
eizBultaneously at Peshawar base to prepare this flight. The specially fitted- 
out "Lockheed U-2" plane was flown there from Turkey by another pilot of the 
•16-10* detachment. (Volume 2, pages 179, 197-193, 2l40-2liUj volume 3, pages 
6-75 voluioae 4, pages 59-60.) 

On the night of May 1st, I960, two and a half hours before take-off. Powers 
was ordered by Shelton to fly over the territory of the USSR from south to north 
at an altitude of 20, OCX) meters along the following routei Peshaw, the Aral 
Sea, Sverdlovsk, Kirov, Archang^, Murmansk and to land at Bodde in Horway.

ia his **Iockheed 0-2” plane from Peshawar airpozt, climbed to an altitude of 
20^C)C)0 meters^-flew-over^the of Afghandstan, intruded in the airspace 

of the Soviet Union for more than 2^000 ktlometers-fTom the frontier* . Ihe 

navigation instrumcaits and the special equipment functioned faultlessly during 
the flight. 


Throu^ut the flight Powers felt normal and plotted Intelligence data 
on his flight nap* In the area of Sverdloirsk Powers^ plane ms shot dom tgr 
the Sorviet rocket troops. (Volume 2, pages U, 9^ 28, 37-39# 179-181, 1^8, 1P9# 
239-21ih, 25k-260, 268-271, 273# 27l*i volume 3# pages 20-23# 60, 61, 132-131^, 
Iii2-lli5; volume o, page 25*} 


Asked about the circumstances under which the plane he piloted was shot 
dom. Powers testified: .quite unexpectedly I heard a kiixi of hollow ex- 

plosion and saw an orange flash. The plane suddenly pitched down and, I think, 
its wings and tail started falling off. Perhaps the plane ms not hit directly 
jmd the explosion took place near the plane and it was hit by the burst and 
^fragments,..! think it happened at the altitude of some 60,000 feet...I was 
Hahot dom some 25-30 miles south or southeast of Sverdlovsk. At that moment 
I was keeping to the route indicated on my chart rather accurately. ..Tdien the 
plane began to fall down I tfas pressed to the central panel and could not use 
tile catapult. I opened the canopy, unfastened the straps and got out from the 
plane through the top, The parachute opened automatically.” (Volume 2, page 
182; volume 1;, pages 256-257#) 


The testimony of the accused, material evidence and expert conclusions 
have shovn that the plane piloted by Powers was equipped with a special ULast- 
ing device pend-ttlng the pilot to blow it up in case of a forced landing in 
Soviet territory. Moreover, tiiere was a blasting machine in the’ tape recorder 
designed for registering the signals of Soviet radar stations. (Volume 1, page 
228; volume 2, pages 2Q5-210; volume 5# pages 30, Cl*-?!#) 

Powers was provided with a special pin with lethal poison from the curare 
group. This pin was given to him, as Powers declared, to commit suicide in 
case he ias tortured. (Volume 1, page 37; volume 2, pages 10, 93# volume 5# 
pages 261-262.) 


All these plans and the carefully tiiou^^t-out measures of precaution were 
intended to avoid the e^qposxire of the United States ruling quarters' aggressive 
policy and to deceive world public opinion. 

Besides the poisoned pin. Powers was provided with: a noiseless pistol 
and cartridges, a dagger, a pneumatic rubber boat, a set of topographical maps 
of the Burc^pean paz*t of the USSR and the adjoining countries, means for 
a fire, signal cartridges, an electric torchlight, con^passes, a eaw, fishing 
tackle and other lr;>lements and things, as well as 7,500 Soviet rubles and 
val u ables (i;old coins, rings, wrist watches) which, as Powers testified, were 
given to him by Colonel Shelton xiien he boarded the plane and were designed to 
bribe Soviet people in case of a forced landing in Soviet territory. 

All this equipment ias taken from Powers after he was detained. (Volume 1, 
pages 21-22, 3li-Iil. 67-72, 61-83, 161-186; volume 2, pages U6-U8, 219-220; 
volume 3# pages 2bi-250, 257-261*; volume 1*, pages 1-7, 16-21.) 

itttnesses V.P. Surin, a driver, A.P. Cheremisin, a worker, L.A. Chuahakin, 
m driver, P.S. Asabin, an invalid, and many others vho witnessed how the ”Lock- 
heed U-2” plane was hit by a rocket in the area of Sverdlovsk and iho de 
pilot Powers tiien be parachuted down, have testified to the foUowingt ^

V.P. Surin— ” On Yi&y 1st, I960, approximately at 11 A.M. local time, tiien 
I was at hA&e in ny apartment, 1 heard a shaxp noise resembling that of a Jet 
plane, but much shriller. This got me interested and I ran into the street to 
find out what was up. Then X heard an explosion and also sai^..a column of 
dust... 


At the same time I sij^ted a cloud of smoke in the sky and a tiiite object 
wddeh was coming dow. I followed it with ny ^es and when it came lower I saw 
it to be a descending paxwchutist. khen all this was happening driver liecmid 
Chusbakin, whom I know £rom ny work, pulled up next to me in his car.,«\Aten he 
.got out of the car I pointed to the descending parachutist and we started watch- 
ing >i)ere he would land. Seme time later we saw that he was landing. ••on the 
shore of a rivulet near the high voltage line. Chuahakin invited me into his 
car and ws drove to the place tiiere the parachutist landed. Some ^ meters 
from there, Chuzhakin stopped the car and ve ran to the spot where the parachut- 
ist came down.” (Volume 4, pages 326, 329.)

.Xieonid Choahakin and Vladimir Sarin came running up and b^ped the parachutist 
to get on his feet. I helped him to reuiDve the parachute^ ibile Cheremisin^

/ the hi^et idth the eaxphones iw remoired the parachutist said 

something in a language ue oould not understand. We asked him uho he uas and 
tbat happened but he gave no reply and cnoly shook his head* We understood that 
he uas a foreigner and decided to detain him."

The inspection of the remnants of the domed plane shoued that the parts 
and the instrumentation of the plane were seriously damaged iben the plane 
IAS hit in the air and uhen it collided idth the earth. Parts of the plane 
were scattered over an area of about 20 square kilometers. (Volume 1^ pages 
17-59, 227.) 


Defendant Powers, iben shorn the parts of the domed f^ane and asked what 
plane it was, replied: "It is a 'Lockheed U-2' plane in a very damaged con- 
dition." 


When asked if it was the plane in which he flew over the territory of the 
Soviet Union on Hay 1st, I960, Powers replied: "To ny mind this is the same 

plane ibich I piloted on llay 1st, I960. In order to tell more exactly I must 
see the pilot's cociqplt if it still exists.**" 

After that defendant Powers was shoiai the prese3rved part of the pilot's 
cabin* ^Aien asked "Are you familiar with this part of the plane?" he replied: 
"Tes, it is familiar to me. It is a canopy of the pilot's cockpit* I am sure 
this is the canopy of ihe cockpit of my plane* (Volume 3, page 1$8-160.) 


The experts %iio inspected the remnants of the domed plane concluded that 
it was a subsonic one-seater reconnaissance plane of the “U-2" type of the 
American firm "Lockheed" with a single tirrbojet engine. The plane has no na- 
tional identification marks. It carried apparatuses for photographic and radio 
technical reconnaissance including a two-lense acrophoto camera with a focal 
length of 36 inches and also the apparatuses for detecting radio emissions in 
the three centimeter, decimeter and meter ranges of wavelength.^ 

^ Installed in the plane also was a remote controlled blasting blodc cm- 
taining l.i: kilograms'*^ of explosive* The instrumentation and parts of th^ _ 
plane carry trade marks of different American firms; in particular, the^urbdj^ ^ 

engine was made by the "Pratt-' hitney" firm, the starters and electric batteries 
%iere made by the firms "Hamilton Standard," "General £lectz*ic,** etc* Besides, 
the 'instrumentation bears marks idiich show that it Is the propez*ty of the 
United States Defense Department* For instance the apparatuses for radio techr 
nical reconnaissance made ty the "HewOLett-Packard Con^>aniy" and Huggins Labora- 
tory bear a special index shmdng that it belcmged to the United States Defense 
Departiftent* 



The absence on the plane of national identification marks and the presence 
of a set of special apparatuses for photo and radio technical reconnaissance, 
as well as the blasting device for destroying the plane clearly reveal its 
intelligence mission* (Vol\u&e 1, pages 227-228^ 2U8-253f volume 5, pages 8U- 
91, m-112, 155-158, 17li-185.)

The expert teohnical examination has established- ^Vthe plane earri^^^ 
a special aerial sound recorder connected with the radlowave detector^ with a 
roll of ferromagnetic tape for 8 hours of eontinuoiis operation* The sound 
recorder has the index liP 12,570 and serial number 769* It has a DC tape-feed 
actuating mechanism made bgr the American Olobe Industries, Inc* in Dayton, Ohio* 

The decoding of the Inpulse signals recorded on the ferromagnetic tape has 
ahoim these sign^ to belong to the ground radar stations of the radar net- 
work of the air defenses of the Soviet Union* 

^ese recordings can serve to determine the range of warelengths on which 
^the reconnoitered radar stations operate, the frequency of iopulse repetition, 
the time of coverage of the plane by a radar station and the area of its dis- 
;iocation, the number and operating duty of radar stations in service* {Volume 
S, pages 29-36*) 

$ T^ Intelligexice gathering activity of the ^Locldieed 0-2” plane on its 
flight over the territory of the 0SSR also been confirmed by the findings 
of the techolcdl experts who examined the plane’s photographic equipment* 

The experts established the 73-B aerial camera number 732UOO, iMcb was 
found on the Tiocldieed U-2", to be a special reconnaissance camera designed 
for high-altitade photograp]^ of 160-200 kilometers-wide strips of land* 

The Investigation has established that during his flight over the terri- 
tory of the Sgrlet Ux^on Powers photographed the territory and industrial, 
military and other inportant establishments* liuch of the film, removed from 
the plane, has been found unexposed and was developed* 

The examtoation of the aerial film has established that the locality 
photographed Mtb long-focus cameras from the plane is Soviet territozy stretch- 
ing ftom a potet vest of Tashkent to Sverdlovsk* Photographed on the film are 
a number of nSHtary airfields and civil airports as well as important indus- 
tzdAl establliiments of the South Urals* 

The expests' findings and the rest of the evidence collected show that 
the air photqp^phs obtained during the flight of the "Lockheed U-2" plane, 
piloted by Fixers, represent a wide range of intelligence on Industrie and 
military estAlsmnenis within the photographed area applicable both for recon- 
naissance pixgpses and for con^iling topographic maps and also for determining 
the coordinate of strategic military establishments* (Volume $, pages 177- 
185.) 


The intttigence-gathering activity of the "Locldheed U-2" plane has been 
confirmed alweby Powers' testimony during the preliminazy investigation and 
by his own mBitea statement* 

Questiote on the substance of the charge preferred against him, Powers 
pleaded gulh|t And testified as follots: ”1 plead guilty to the fact that I 

have flotn oar the Soviet territozy and over the points indicated on the chart, 
turned on anftoff the necessary controls of the special equipment mounted 
aboard sy pitee* This, I believe, was done with the aim of collecting intelli- 
gence infoztelon about the Soviet Union*”

with the Cegftal Intelligence Agency of the United States, I was a pilot of
